Neither then, nor in other days 
of prosperity, was American wealth- 
ier in lands, in equipment, in re- 
sources, or in the intelligence and 
ability of her people, than she is 
today. 

Wider education and scientific ad- 
vancement have opened still further 
the door to progress. 

America can go forward, and is 
straining to do so. What she needs 
is @ readiness at Washington to 
strike off the shackles with which 
unreasonable taxes and bureaucratic 
regulations have bound her giant 
limbs. 

Let this be done and the road to 
increased production, increased em- 
ployment, increased purchasing 
power and greater natienal well- 
being will be opened again.
